We have good books but they are not read as they 
should be. We have good papers, but we are slow in putting 
them into the hands of our people. We have need to bestir 
ourselves as never before to even keep pace with the agents of 
evil. 

Our central organ, the Nashyille Advocate, has fallen off 
in circulation. Its circulation should be doubled, and a copy 
ought to be in the hands of every official member of the 
church to enlarge his vision of Christianity and to better guide 
him in administering the affairs of the church. We pledge 
ourselves to help our colporteur and the publishing house in 
the distribution of worthy books, and the American Bible 
Society in the distribution of God’s word. The Quarterly 
Review ought to be read by every Methodist preacher. The 
Ep worth Era ought to be a trumpet-blast, awakening every 
young man and maiden in the church to Christ’s call for the 
conquest of this world. We should see to it that our own 
Florida Christian Advocate is put into the hands of every 
Methodist family in our Conference. 

Brethren, the emergency is upon us, we dare not stop lest 
we lose our hold upon humanity and lest Satan use this mighty 
agency, the press, for the world’s destruction. Let not the 
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artillery of Heaven, devised for man’s salvation, be turned 
upon God’s own cause. We therefore, by a standing vote. 
Resolve^ That each one of us will thus pledge himself to 
try and organize the charge, with which we may severally 
stand connected during 1896, into working order to aid in 
more successfully putting our literature into circulation, to 
begin by putting the Florida Christian Advocate into each 
family represented in that charge and by putting the Xashville 
Advocate into the hands of each official inember of the 
charge.

REPORT NO. 2. 

The annual report of the President of each of the colleges^ 
having official connection with the Florida Conference, has 
been submitted to your Board. 
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i The fact tlmt the aggregate attendance upon these institu- 

I tions is increasing rather than diminishing, notwithstanding 

: the sore financial depression that has prevailed in much of the 

territory furnishing their usual patronage, gives ground for 
I profound gratitude to the Giver of all good, and is evidence 

that the interest of Methodists in higher Christian education 
‘ is intensifying rather than abating. 

Emory College, Oxford, Ga., recognized as the joint prop- 
erty of the Florida and the two Georgia Conferences, is re- 
ported to have closed, in June 1895, the most prosperous j^ear 
in its history, the enrollment reaching 288, the bequests of 
friends and the liberality of the Alumni have rendered possible 
two additional professorships, and the attendance for the 
present half year is about oO above the attendance up to the 
same date last year. 

The college plant including endowment clear of all incum- 
brance is valued at ^350,000. 

Let us hope, pray, and labor to the end that all the needs 
may be supplied and that the influence of this grand old in- 
stitution upon church and state may continue to widen and 
deepen until the final day. 

AVesleyan Female College, ]\Iacon, Ga., under the presi- 
dency of Kev. E. H. Rowe, is sustaining her well earned rep- 
utation in equipping Christian women for the upbuilding of 
the church and for the preservation of society. 

The enrollment during the past school year reached 246, 
with eleven States represented, and is now only a little less 
than the enrollment at the same date last year. 

During the past year free tuition was granted 37 worthy 
young ladies, 23 being the daughters of ministers. The 
health of the students was phenoniinal, and the religious in- 
fluence in the college has hardly a parallel. 

It would be wisdom on the part of Methodist wealth and 
benevolence to so amply endow this Jfoiher of Colleges that 
she may easily hold that superior rank which the mother 
should occupy in the family of colleges. 
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The policy of the church in establishing so many female 
schools of professedly equal grade as to force them into sharp 
competition for patronage is to be deprecated. 

It is to be hoped that the scheme of correlation proposed 
by our General Conference may soon reach such a state of 
perfection as to cease all friction and to place the Wesleyan, 
leading in age, equipment, endowment and in good offices for 
the church, as the recognized head or University among 
female colleges. This college should be put upon such sound 
financial basis that all rental fees may be abolished. 

Southern Methodism has reaped too rich a harvest of 
Christian w^omen going from her portals to suffer this grand 
old institution of learning to pine away from inadequate sup- 
port or from unw’orthy competition. As we love and appre- 
ciate, and as the church needs cultured and consecrated 
Avomanhood, let us Avork and pray that Wesleyan Fomale Col- 
lege may be lifted to the lofty plain which Lovick Pierce and 
his conferes planned and prayed she should occupy. 

The Florida Conference College, Leesburg, Fla., .James T. 
Nolen President, wdth an existence of only ten years, is the 
child of this Conference, under its special fostering care and 
appeals in the midst of financial depression for sympathy and 
support. 

This institution, the subject of many prayers and much 
anxious solicitude, though youthful and undeveloped, has 
already accomplished much good, and if it shall be carefully 
nurtured into full maturity will yet become the idol of Flor- 
ida Methodism and a blessing to the State. 

It appeals to Christian liberality and to denominational 
pride, and it Avould be a sad reflection upon Methodism in this 
Conference to permit this college to go doAvn, while the liber- 
ality and labors of other branches of Christians less numerous! 
than w^e are sufficient to sustain a Stetson University or a 
Rollins College. 

It is a matter of profound congratulation, that our college, 
in the midst of a direful financial crisis, void of proper equip- 
ment, without one cent of endowment land in debt, has any 
existence at all. But in spite of adverse circumstances the 
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•college still lives and reports an enrollment of 58 pupils for 
the present fall term, six of whom are preparing for the min- 
istory, and 12 are children of ministers. The outlook for the 
<iollege is still more hopeful. 

It has a faculty of six teachers, capable of meeting all the 
requirements of an ordinary college course. Board has been 
reduced to ilO.OO a month to meet the stringency of the 
limes. 

Let us, brethren, give to our Conference College full sym- 
pathy, loyal and active co-operation, and earnest support. 

While looking after higher education in these institutions 
under care of the church, may we not forget that first impres- 
sions are the lasting ones and that the first education of nearly 
all children of today is obtained in the public schools. 

This early education is far reaching and more important, if 
possible, in its results upon society, church and State, than 
the higher education which the church undertakes to give. 
Let us then in our capacity as citizens see to it, that those 
powerful and lasting first impressions are made by Christian 
teachers. 

German physiology has wisely said, ‘-That which you wish 
to put into the life of a nation, 3^011 must put into the children 
at school.” We sa}’, what 3^011 would put into the school 
must first have its existence in the mind, the heart, and the 
tlaih^ life of the teacher. 

Though members of churches, 3'et Christians do not surren- 
■der any of the rights of citizens, whose privilege and duty it 
is to guard the welfare of both church and State. 

One of their rights is tojdemand that truth, sobrietv, and 
€very Christian virtue shall be taught example as well ashy 
precept in all schools, whether under church or governmental 
auspices. 

If as church raeml)ers we surrender this rightful surveil- 
lance over schools under State control for just one or two 
generations, our children will witness infidelit3^ rampant and 
-Christian education sneered and passed into disfavoi. 

While adV'Ocating ])eace and harmon3% 3’et let us be wise as 
surpents in guarding the foundations of our social S3’stem and 
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the principles of our Christian religion in the life of the na- 
tion.

Resolved^ 4, That our preachers be requested to preach at 
some suitable time at least one sermon in ench congregation 
upon the subject of Christian education.

F. A. Taylor and T. A. .Jordan professors in the Florida Con- 
ference College, and Rev. F. Pasco to Duval High School.

REPORT OF TFIE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

Dear Brethren : — We are glad to note that the American - 
Bible Society continues its noble work of disseminating the 
word of God. 

The total issue for its 79th year were Bibles, Testaments 
and portions, 1,581,128, of which 735,221 were circulated in 
foreign lands. Of the total issue of 250,000,000 distributed 
throughout the world by the agency of Bible Societies alone 
since 1804, the American Bible Society has issued 60,000,000, 
or about one fourth. The expenditure for foreign work in the 
year ending March 31st 1895 were 8152,710.77 ; and in the 
last fifteen years the cash outlay in foreign lands has been 
82,033,363.59 besides what has been expended at the Bible 
House in printing the Scriptures in foreign languages for cir- 
culation abroad. 

Of the 947,103 Bibles and portions issued from the Bible 
House during the past year, no less than 845,997 of them have 
been for home supply. 

Half a million families in this country were visited by the 
society and its auxiliaries, and over 100,000 of them were 
without the Scriptures. 

Turning our eyes from a general survey of the whole field 
to that which chiefly concerns us, the situation as it exists at 
present in Florida ; we find a state of affairs that challenges 
our attention. 

The sources of supply are totally inadequate to the needs of 
our people. There are but 15 or 18 places in the State where 
Bibles can be had at the cost of publication, or as gifts to the 
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poor, and a careful estimate of the amount of assets of the 
different auxiliaries in the State shows that less than %T25 is 
invested in the whole of Florida in the work of supplying our 
people with the Word of God through this benevolent 
agency. 

Several methods are open to us to meet this emergency : 

1st. We can co-operate with the District; Superintendent in 
forming auxiliaries, and keeping alive and efficient those al- 
ready established. 

2d. We can promote the establishment of Bible committees 
at points where there are none at present. 

3d. We can secure grants of books for sale, and for gratuit- 
ous distribution when the other tw'O methods are not avail- 
able. 

4th. We can avail ourselves of the ^generous offer of the 
American Bible Society, which proposes under certain circum- 
stances to supply children in destitute condition vith the 
Bible at half price. 

The District Superintendent reports that he has visited 9 
charges since the last Conference; that 60 charges not visited 
by him have reported money collected by^the pastors for the 
American Bible Society, and that 34 charges have made no 
renort at all on this line.

In view of these facts, we would most earnestly recommend 
that Bible Societies be organizedj in every county, as far as 
possible, and where this is not practical that one of the meth- 
ods suggested above be adopted for supplying our people 
with the Bible.

REPORT OF OUR MISSIOXARY TO TAMPA. 

Having been engaged for eighteen years in missionary work 
among my own people in Key West, the sacred ties of friend- 
ship and brotherly love binding our hearts together, naturally 
growing stronger from year to year, it is not difficult to con- 
ceive what were the emotions of my heart when, at the close 
of our farewell service I announced to them my appointment 
to Tampa, where I w'as to organize a new branch of the 
Cuban mission. The general condition of the Cuban mission 
work is so well known that I deem it unnecessary to make a 
very extensive report on the same. I will, therefore, only 
give some items of information touching the progress and 
development of this new branch recently established in West 
Tampa and Ybor City. 

No work is more difficult and trying than that of organiz- 
ing a new mission field, especially wUen the people in wdiose 
behalf the effort is made are not only indifferent to, but prej- 
udiced against, the same. However, we are taught in God’s 
word that ‘his grace is sufficient for us,’ and that ‘we can do 
all things through Christ that strengtheneth us.’ Being con- 
fident of this truth, and claiming the ever-comforting and in- 
spiring promise, ‘Lo, I am with you always, even unto the 
end of the world,’ I pressed forward, trusting implicitly in 
the Lord for guidance and success. And thus it is that, at the 
close of this year, I am enabled to report the work in a 
most prosperous condition and bidding fair to greater achieve- 
ments in the future. 

We have two mission schools, with 140 pupils enrolled. 
These schools are under the auspices and direction of the 
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Woman’s Parsonasre and Home Mission society. The teachers, 
Mrs. Rosa Valdez, Miss Emeline Valdez and Miss May Lock- 
ard, have done faithful work. About three months ago a 
sewing and fancy work class was started in each school, by 
Mrs. M. A. Wolff, the superintendent of the school work. 
Sister Wolff’s enthusiasm and zeal for the Cuban mission has ' 
become proverbial. She gives her personal attention to this 
branch, which is becoming one of the most attractive features- 
of our mission work among the children. 

At the last annual convention of the Woman’s Parsonage 
and Home Mission society, which met last August, in Ashe- 
ville, N. C., an appropriation of $2,500 was made for the pur- 
pose of purchasing land and erecting a school building at 
Ybor City. This amount with the addition of $1,000 a gift, 
secured by Sister Wolff from a personal friend, has enabled 
the superintendent to purchase a most eligible piece of land 
on which a line, two-story school building is now being con- 
structed, the description of which is as follows: Ground 

space, 55x55 feet. The lower floor will contain one main 
schoolroom 18x30 feet; a kindergarten room, 16x30 feet ; 
one class-room, 16x18 feet, another 12x12 feet ; a reception 
hall, 15x16 feet. The two rooms and the class room can he 
thrown into one auditorium, where about three hundred per- 
sons can be comfortably seated. The upper story will consist 
of eight rooms, including the bath room. It will have broad 
piazzas on three sides, closets, gas and all modern improve- 
ments. It is said by those who have seen the plan that it will 
be one of the neatest and most conveniently arranged school 
houses in Tampa. Brother J. H. Dorsey, one of Tampa’s best 
contractors, and a faithful member of our church, is superin- 
tending the construction of this handsome edifice, which will 
be an honor to the Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission 
society, as well as an incalcuable blessing to our Cuban people. 

The mission has three Sabbath schools, two of Cubans, in 
West Tampa and Ybor City respectively, and one in West 
Tampa, of Americans, the latter having been organized quite 
recently; total number of pupils and teachers, 150. There are 
two flourishing juvenile societies, auxiliaries to the Woman’s- 
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Parsonage and Home Mission society, with about 140 mem- 
bers ; dues collected during the year, about $45 — I suppose 
the largest amount reported by any AVoman’s Juv^enile auxil- 
iary within the bounds of this Conference 

About four weeks ago, I organized a Woman’s Parsonage 
and Home Mission society, in West Tampa, with fourteen 
members and four honorary members. 

There are three congregations — two of Cubans and one 
of English-speaking people ; the latter was organized in West 
Tampa about six weeks ago. Our present membership is 
thirty-five, twentj’-seven of whom were received by certificate 
and eight on profession of faith; eleven are probationers. 

Two afternoons in the week are devoted to missionary 
visits by the pastor, accompanied by one or more of the 
teachers, whose faithfulness and interest in the welfare of the 
mission seems to increase daily. A weekly meeting of all the 
workers, and those especially interested in our mission work, 
is conducted by the pastor. These are seasons of deep spir- 
itual joy to our souls. The dear Lord draws verv near to us 
while praying together for his blessing upon ourselves and the 
work that lies so near to our hearts. Our greatest need today 
is a neat and commodious house of worship. There is wealth 
enough in our church to supply this urgent demand at once ; 
but, ah ! right here we are confronted by ti e sad fact that 
but a small portion of the wealth that is in the church is con- 
secrated to the work of the church. May God speed the day 
when true self-denial and Christian liberality will be the uni- 
versal practice among the disciples of Him who gave His 
very heart’s blood for the salvation of the world ! 

It is our purpose to organize at once another American 
congregation and Sunday school at Ybor City. The Cuban 
mission charge in Tampa will then have four congregations 
and four Sunday schools. 

I have received donations to the amount of $4*2.10 ; ex- 
pended in various ways, $21.41 ; balance on hand, $20.69. 

I can not close this brief report without making some allu- 
sion to the Cuban revolution, and the bearing it has on the 
successful establishment of the cause of the gospel in Cuba. 
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Let me assure those who are interested in the latter that there 
is a close and intimate connection between the tw^o. Just as 
long as Cuba remains under the iron heel of Spanish suprem- 
acy, so long will Rome continue to sway her sceptre of papal 
power over our country. Spanish rule in Cuba means, be- 
yond doubt, not only abject political slavery; but spiritual 
darkness, practical infidelity and death, as well. Think of 
it, dear brethren, right in the heart of this American conti- 
nent and but ninety miles distant from your free republican 
shores, are one and a half million of human beings deprived 
by the despotism and tyrannical rule of a monarchical Euro- 
pean government, not only of that sweet and precious boon 
of national liberty which you possess and enjoy, but of the 
universal right God gives to every man to “sit under his own 
vine and fig tree” and “worship Jehovah according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience.” No wonder that some three 
months ago, when twenty-five thousand Spanish soldiers were 
about to embark for Cuba from Spain for the purpose of put- 
ting down the rebellion by the force of arms. Pope Leo XIII 
wired bis blessing to them, and assured them of his sympathy 
and prayers for their success. 

But, blessed be the Lord, the blessing of the thirteenthf 
Lion of Rome (Leo XIII) is not worthy to be compared to- 
that of the Lion of the tribe of Judah, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who was “annointed to preach the gospel to the poor, to heal 
the broken-hearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, re- 
covering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that are 
bound. 

It is very true that the new Spanish constitution grants 
the right of Protestant worship; but there are so many restric- 
tions and limitations attached to this constitutional clause that 
only a limited religious toleration (not freedom) is enjoyed by 
our people. Holding religious services with closed doors and 
screened wdndows is the only privilege granted by the gov- 
ernor-captain-general, w'ho is the supreme head of the civil, 
military and ecclesiastical jurisdictions of Cuba; and, even 
when this most sacreligious requirement is strictly complied 
with, no Protestant service or gospel meeting, whatever can 
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be held without having first obtained a written permit from 
the civil government to that effect. 

Brethren and friends, T earnestly ask your fervent prayers 
that the long-expected day of national and religious liberty 
may speedily dawn upon down trodden Cuba, and that the 
unadulterated and saving gospel of the Son of God may enter 
into the hearts and homes of our benighted people.

THE FLORIDA CONFERENCE COLLEGE. 

It gives us pleasure to announce that, amid the depression 
of the times and all the opposition it has met, our college is 
still running and prospering. 

We are devoutly thankful that through all the difficulties of 
the past a kind Providence has safely guided our institution, 
raising up friends to give it patronage and support. We 
should also be grateful to God for the good health of teachers 
and students during the current session, and the measure of 
success that has attended their work. Since the addition of 
another member to our faculty the teaching force ^ has been 
sufficient for all the requirements of a thorough college course. 

Patronage. — The enrollment during the present session has 
reached 58. While this number is below that of the same 
date last year, the number of boarding pupils is greater than 
it was at the close of last session. We have six students pre- 
paring for either the ministry or mission work. T welve others 
are children of ministers. Hence the college is at jwesent ed- 
ucating eighteen pupils for our church. This fact should in- 
crease the interest of the church in working for the college. 

Changes. — Some changes have been made in the boarding 
departments. While heretofore the boys and girls have 
boarded at separate places, usually pa^dng 812.00 per month 
for board, many of the young men now take their meals at 
College Home where the young ladies board, and by this ar- 
rangement the cost of board has been reduced to 810.00 per 
month. 

This session has been divided into two equal terms of eigh- 
teen weeks each. 

The course of study and general rules and regulations are 
substantially the same as they were last year. 

Social and moral conditions. — Our college is in a town 
noted for good morals, and the students as a rule are indus- 
trious and orderly ; making the maintenance of discipline a 
comparatively easy task Many students by taking an active 
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part in the devotional and literary exercises have already 
made marked improvement and are thus preparing to fill use- 
ful stations in social and public life. 

A TRAINING SCHOOL. — We take pleasure in announcing that 
our college is a training school for Vanderbilt or any good 
university of our land, and we advise our young preachers to 
take a theological course at Vanderbilt after they graduate, 
but we do not profess to be a training school for any other 
college since our course of study compares favorably with 
that of the oldest and best college in the South. 

A SUGGESTION. — We repeat the suggestion made by Presi- 
dent Melton last year, that a day be set apart as “College Day,”' 
when every preacher in the Conference will preach on the sub- 
ject of Christian Education, call attention to our college, and 
solicit the names of those who desire catalogues and informa- 
tion. 

In conclusion we should be devoutly thankful to God for 
the blessings of the past year and the hopeful outlook for the 
future. Let us enter upon the new year with a stronger faith 
and a more earnest effort to advance His cause.

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MKS. SUSAN E. JOKDAX. 

Mrs. Susan E. Jordan, wife of liev. W. C. Jordan, was born 
in Telfair county, Georgia, January 10, 1841, and fell asleep 
in Jesus at her home near Bartow, June 19, 1895. Her maid- 
en name was Weeks. 

The older settlers of her native county will remember her 
family as among the best, having been held in high esteem for 
good citizenship and piety. Some thirty years since the fam- 
ily removed from Georgia, settled in what was then Hillsboro, 
but now Polk county, Florida. The mother of the deceased 
is said to have been endowed with all womanly virtues, and 
specially noted for her sterling common sense and consistent 
Christian character. Such a woman was worthy to be the 
mother of our beloved Sister Jordan. 

Sister Jorvlan embraced religion and united with the church 
in her fourteenth year. Developing into a beautiful woman- 
hood, and possessing many personal charms, the enticements 
which draw in the direction of a worlilj^ life w^ere doubtless 
strong, but Christian training and a genuine experience of re- 
ligion in early life fortihed her against all blandishments and 
hurtful influences. Her girlhood life was a true prophecy of 
what she was to be in the maturity of the coming years. 

In her twentieth year she was united in marriage with Rey. 
W. C. Jordan, of the Florida Conference. In full sympathy 
with him and his vocation as an itinerant from the beginning 
of her married life she easily, and cheerfully adjusted herself 
to the duties, sacrifices, privations and toils incident to her re- 
sponsible position. For nine years she traveled with her hus- 
band, changing places of habitation as often as fields of labor 
were changed. This was prior to the introduction of railroads 
into South Florida. A move across the country of seventy- 
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five or one hundred miles was then quite an undertaking, in- 
volving much discomfort and often danger to the health of 
wdfe and children. Through all these years she went forward 
without a murmur, carrying the sunshine of God’s love in her 
heart and beaming from her countenance. Her presence was 
as joy and benediction wdierever she went. An increasing 
family, coupled with failing health rendered it necessary that 
she should have a fixed home. Providence opened the way, 
and it was secured ; and it was fondly hoped that in the quiet 
and rest of that home, she would regain health and strength. 
For several years her health continued about the same — bet- 
ter and w^orse by turns — until finally consumption, the latent 
disease from which she had long suffered, fully develo}>ed, and 
from that time her decline, though still very gradual, was more 
marked. 

Meanwhile her devoted husband took his appointments from 
year to year,' and served them faithfully and efficiently; nor 
would she entertain a moment the thought of his retiring from 
the ^vork on account of her failing health. She always helped 
and never hindered him in “his loved employ.” 

When appointments were to be filled or ministerial engage- 
ments met she never said “staj",” but always “go,” and she 
would see to it in person, or through her dutiful daughters, 
that the valise was packed in due time, so there w^ould be no 
delay in leaving. 

Pier husband was necessarily absent from home frequently, 
and Avhen on district work, was often away for \veeks at a 
time, but such -was her patient endurance and cheerful resig- 
nation and steadiness of faith in the God of all grace and com- 
fort, that the home was kept bright and happy. How much, 
under God, the church owes to the consecrated, heroic and 
self sacrificing devotion of the wives of itinerant preachers, 
can never be known till the light of eternity breaks upon the 
records of the present life. 

She was the mother of nine children, eight of whom survive. 
Never was mother more devoted to children, or children to 
mother. She trained them religiously, and they were im- 
pressed with her noble character, and as a result they were a 
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comfort and honor and a blessing. Their filial piety was most i 

toucliing and beautiful. 

Failing by almost imperceptible degrees, she did not take | 

her bed until a few months of the final end. Her suifering 
was long continued and sometimes severe, but she never mur- 
mured. There was never a cloud in her spiritual sky ! She 
would sometimes say, with St. Paul “to depart and be with 
Christ is far better,” but she would add, “God knows what is 
best ; Ilis will be done ! ” 

She was often unutterably happy in the assurance that “the 
blood of Christ cleanseth from all sin.” She anticipated death,, 
not only without fear, but with rapturous triumph. When the 
final hour came, surrounded by her sorrowing family, she 
nassed away to the heavenly home as serenely and restfully as 
a tired child falling to sleep on the bosom of maternal love. 

Of her last conversations with husband and children her 
chidings of their grief, her elforts to comfort them, hei fiim 
faith that they would all meet in heaven — I will not write.. 

Some things are too tender and sacred to be recited even in a 
paner like this; it is enough that they will live in the memo- 
ries of those for whose sake they were uttered. 

It was my privilege to visit her repeatedly. I thought to 
be the means of confering upon her some spiritual benefit, but 
instead, in every instance, the benefit accrued to me. She was 
sweetlv abiding in Jesus and needed nothing. “Let me die 
the death of the righteous and my last end be like his.,’

S. C., April 18, 1831, and w^as born of God in 1847, while 
kneeling at the altar in \\ esley Chapel, SaA^annah, Georgia; 
married Rev. Charles A. Fulwood April U, 1850, and entered 
upon her heavenly rest October 13, 1895, at Bartow, Florida. 

Life’s lengthening shadows fell gently upon her : in the 
way of duty angels met her, and she learned their speech. It 
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"was given our sainted sister to possess the exceeding joy of 
<jonstant union with Christ, and in this experience her soul 
found a comfort for which earth had no exchange. 

Activity in Christ’s cause was a passion with her. Day by 
day she studied how best to exalt Him. Wherever her lot 
was cast she brought to bear the treasures of a refined and 
cultivated nature and a heart filled with love to Christ, in 
helping, inspiring, comforting and blessing all who needed and 
all w’^ho mourned. 

Reared in the school of southern w^omanhood, one can un- 
derstand how’^ her modest and gentle nature must have been 
tried, as the first President of the Womans’ Missionary So- 
ciety of the Florida Conference. Going about organizing 
auxiliaries, and combating difficulties in this new w’ork, her 
patience, and consideration for the opinions of others, dis- 
armed opposition and won the ‘*right-of-w"ay” in our State for 
^‘womans’ w’ork for w^oman.” The tiny plant of grace, under 
her fostering love and service grew" into a stately beauty, and 
the fragrance of its presence attests the approval of Heaven 
upon her sacrifice and devotion to this cause. 

In all the years of her married life she was a true helpmeet 
of her husband. The inspiration of her faith nerved her for 
the toils and sacrifices of a minister’s wife, and in w"hatever 
lot her life w^as cast, there she found, and rejoiced to do the 
work the Master gave into her hands. Whether on country 
<jharge, or city station, or district w"ork, there she ministered 
to the sad and heavy-hearted, speaking words of cheer; pray- 
ing with the penitent; binding up the w’ounded in heart; pour- 
ing in the w"ine and oil of gracious cotisolation; chiding lov- 
ingly the erring; seeking out the discouraged and helping the 
fallen to the sheltering arms of Infinite Love : so she dw'elt, a 
blessing, among her people.

She recognized this 
world as belonging to God, and in every way she strove to 
express her sense of His beauty and goodness. T.he soft and 
tender night spoke to her soul of love sweeter than human 
thought. Hour after hour she would watch the firmament as 
it was bespangled with the light of stars. Thoughts sweet 
and profound solaced her in the silvery sheen of moonlight, 
and the voice of birds told of a sunlit clime where life is love 
and melody, and whose joy is unending. 

Her end was peace. In the full assurance of a blissful im- 
mortality she met the last ordeal.

SOME FACTS OF OUR CHURCH HISTORY. 

At the foundry in London November 11, 1739, Methodism 
had its birth place. Five years later at the same place the 
first “Conference” w^as held composed of John Wesley and 
SIX other clergymen, besides four lay preachers, eleven in all. 
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The first “Society” organized in America by Robert Straw- 
bridge on Sam’s Creek in Maryland about 1760. 

A few years later the first church was built in that neigh- 
borhood, and was “twenty-two feet square.” It had “no reg- 
ular door.” This was the “cradle of Methodism” in America. 

Seven years after the first society was organized the first 
“Annual” Conference was held which represented 33,272 
Methodists. The regular organization of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church was effected in Baltimore in 1794. Drs. Coke 
and Asbury were the first Bishops. 

Xew York City claims the honor of being the seat of the 
first delegated General Conference which met there May 1, 
1812. 

The first General Conference of the M. E. Church South, 
was held in Petersburg, Ya., in 1846, two years after the sep- 
aration of the church. 

The Florida Conference was organized in Tallahassee, Fla., 
Feb. 6, 1845. Bishop Joshua Soule presiding. The sketch 
below is from “Fifty Years an Itinerant in Florida” by Rev. J. 
C. Ley. 

“The General Conference which met in Xew York 1844, au- 
thorized the dividing of the Georcria Conference which then 

O O 

embraced all of Georgia, East and Middle Florida. The line 
drawn started at Ft. Gaines, thence to Albany, Ga., thence to 
the Ocmulgee river, down the same to the Altamaha to the 
Atlantic ocean. On the 0th of Feb. 1845, our first Conference 
met in the city of Tallahassee, Bishop Soule in the ciiaii\ 
Thomas C. Bennino; was elected Secretary. 

“There were including transfers twelve elders, viz.: John 

Slade, T. C. Benning, P. P. Smith, J. W. Yarbrough, T. 
W. Cooper, R. H. Howren, A. Martin, A. Peeler, W. W. 
Griffin, S. P. Richardson, A. .1. Deavours and J. J. Rich- 
ards. Undergraduates, J. W. Mills, A. D. Russell, James Har- 
ris, G. A. IMallette, X. R. Fleming, J. X. Miner, E. L. T. 
Blake, John Penny, S. G. Chiles, D. L. White, F. xV. Johnson^ 
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I A. Graham, R. A. Grilhn, G. C. Clarke, G. W. Pratt, J. M, 

N. Low, J. Carrawa}% J. H. Bryan and J. C. Ley, thirty-one 
in all. 

“These formed our forlorn hope. The object to cultivate the 
field from Albany, Ga., to Key West, from the Atlantic ocean 
to the Apalachicola river. But our circuits were large, most 
of the preachers tilling appointments at from six to seven 
places in the week, and thus our territory was substantially 
covered.” 

Of these only three are living S. P. Richardson who is now 
a superannuate and member of the North Georgia Conference, 

E. L. T. Blake, also superannuated and living at Ocala, Fla.,, 
and .T. C. Ley, still on the effective list and serving by appoint- 
ment of Bishop Granbeiw, the Micanopy Ct. 

During the fifty-one years of our history as a Conference 
Ave have had but nine Conference Secretaries, of these five 
served only one year each. P. P. Smith served fifteen years 
and our present Secretary, F. Pasco, has served consecutively 
twenty-three years. 



OUR BISHOPS. 

The Methodist Church South, has had twenty-three Bishops 
of whom thirteen have passed away. Ten are still with us, 
the eldest John C. Keener being in his seventy-sixth year. He 
has been Bishop twenty-six years. The youngest is Chas. B, 
Galloway, born in 1849 and elected and ordained Bishop to- 
gether Avith three others in 1886. Bishop G. F. Pierce pre- 
sided over the Florida Conference eight times. Of those who 
have died Bishop Bascom did not preside at any session of 
our Conference. Of the living all have been with us one or 
more times except Bishop Wilson. 

N. B. — Since the above Avas in print, our beloved Bishoj> 
Haygood has passed from earthly scenes and labors to heavenly 
reward and rest.

COJ^STITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

Section 1 . This Association shall be called the Florida Con- 
ference Brotherhood. 

Sec. 2. Its object shall be to aid the families of deceased 
traveling preachers of the Florida Conference, Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 

Sec. 3. Any traveling preacher of this Conference may be- 
come a participating member of this Brotherhood by having 
his name enrolled on the secretary’s book and paying the sum 
of three dollars ($3.00) advance mortuary fee. 

Sec. 4. Any person may become an associate member by 
having his (or her) name enrolled and paying a mortuary fee 
of one dollar ($1.00) within sixty days. 

Sec. 5. Participating members alone may have financial 
benefits in the Brotherhood. In other matters all members 
shall have the same privileges. 

Sec. 6. Any participating member who transfers to another 
Conference may retain his membership by keeping up his 
fees. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section 1. The amount paid on one death shall be limited 
to ISOO.OO, called the Benefit Fund. 

Sec. 2. Each participating member shall file with the Sec- 
retary a statement designating the party (or parties) to whom 
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Benefit Fund shall be paid. This he may change on due notice 
giren to the Secretary. 

Sec. 3. Upon the death of a participating member the Sec- 
retary shall issue a draft on the Treasurer in favor of the 
designated beneficiaries, equal to one mortuary fee from each 
member, but not exceeding the limit named in Section I. 
Provided that there is no dependent relative of the deceased, 
the claim shall be referred to the Executive Committee and its 
action shall be subject to the order of the Brotherhood at its 
Annual Meeting. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary shall, upon the death of a member, 
issue a call on every member of the ’Brotherhood for one 
mortuary fee, to be remitted within sixty days to him and by 
him remitted to the Treasurer. 

Sec. 5. Should a participating member fail to pay his mort- 
uary fee within the prescribed time, he must secure from the 
Secretary an extension of time; otherwise he must be dropped 
from the roll. This extension shall, in no case, exceed sixty 
days. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of every member to promote 
the aims of the Brotherhood, especially by bringing it before 
the laity of the Church and canvassing for members. 

Sec. 7. All funds not applied on claims of beneficiaries shall 
be invested by the Treasurer, under the direction of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, as a permanent fund called the Reserved 
Fund, the interest on, which shall be applie<l as ordered by the 
Brotherhood at its Annual Meeting. 



BY-LAWS. 

1. The officers of the Brotherhood shall be President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Treasurer and Executive Committee con- 
sisting of the foregoing officers and three other members, to 
be elected annually. 
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2. The officers shall perform the duties usually incumbent 
in such offices with such other as elsewhere are specified. 

3. The Secretary shall keep a record of proceedings and a 
register of members. The register shall contain a list of asso- 
ciate members, their postoffice addresses, date of joining, and 
amount and date of payment of each call ; a list of participat- 
ing members, date of joining, of each call ; of payment of 
same, of death, amount paid in during membership, and amount 
paid to beneficiaries. He shall send the call for the payment 
of mortuary fee by associate members to the Pastors of the 
charges where they reside with the request to collect and re- 
mit to him. 

4. The Executive Committee shall settle cases where claim- 
ants on Benefit Fund are not dependent relatives; shall direct 
the Treasurer in the investment of unapplied funds, and take 
such means to advance the interests of the Brotherhood as^ 
deemed practicable. It shall meet at the call of the President. 

5. This Constitution and By-Laws may be changed by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting.

At close of which. Miss Ellie Tydings of Anthony, who has 
been in Mexico for six vears made an interesting talk on her 
work in Durango, the most fanatical of all Mexican cities 
She described the low social condition of the poor, the indif- 
ference to same in the higher classes, the refining influence 
of Protestantism, the opposition of priests, modes of burial — no 
one but most wealthy can use caskets, but open graves are 
kept and five or six corpses put in one grave — extortion of 
priests for burial or marriage services and many other items 
of interest. 

At the close of her talk she was presented with a quilt 
made by the Orange Blossoms of Dade City, from which so- 
ciety the donor was a delegate.

REPORT OF TAMPA DISTRICT. 

As I survey the field of labor assigned to me and reflect 
upon the year’s work, I find some encouragement in the fact 
that the work is growing, that we haxe lengthened our cords 
in some directions, and that Missionary zeal is on the increase. 
Since January 1895, eleven auxiliaries have been added to our 
list and we have suspended work, making now thirty-two.

aimed. I have been trying, however, to sow seed beside all 
waters, and I hope there may be germination growth and fruit 
in some places before our next annual meeting. 

We feel thal the Master’s holy hand has been directing the 
work, and we hope and pray for a continuance of His guid- 
ance and blessing. We pray that Missionary zeal may so 
spread and grace so increase that ere long every woman in our 
church may bear her part in the cause of Foreign Mission. 

There was a good representation of the Missionary work at 
the District meeting at Bushnell, there being 18 delegates in 
attendaace. It was a spiritual and profitable occasion to me, 
affording opportunity of getting better acquainted with the 
work and the workers. Our zeal was increased; meeting so 
many of those enlisted in the same holy work, enlarged our 
sympathies and strengthened our bond of union. 

There are 22 adult societies, and 10 Juvenile Societies with 
a membership of 510; money raised $504.00.

Was it too hige ? Wendall Philips once said “God never 
permitted us to form a theory too beautiful for His power to 
make practicable.” Then where lies the secret of your fail- 
ure ? 

We fear in many instances, we have made unto us an ideal 
that excluded God’s aid. Was our ideal life for God’s glory 
or our own. If the latter dare we rely on His power to make 
it practicable. 
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Sister, has vour ideal of life been the fulfillment of the vows, 
to renounce the vain pomp and oclory of the world and cove- 
tous desires of the same. A life full of work for Him who 
did so much for the elevation of womankind ? 

We have wondered again and again what the ideal Chris- 
tian life of some of our sisters could be. 

We find in so many of our churches only the smallest ma- 
jority who are striving for the prize of the high calling of 
Christ Jesus if we can judge by their fruits. 

God’s plans for women was the highest ideal of noble happy 
womanhood, and to inspire and aid us in attaining this. He 
has placed the means within our reach whereby we may grasp 
this ideal. 

In looking over our Conference Record we find that at least 
15,000 women and children are enrolled in the army of King 
Imanuel.

And lock them fast away 

And never dream that things so beautiful, 

Are fit for every day.

Sister is your ideal life locked away and its inspiration with- 
holden from your children, your friends. Why are you not 
rising above the duties that come to you, not neglecting them 
but making them the power that will make you more happy 
and your every day lives more beautiful? 

Are you giving your own loved ones stories for bread and 
starving your own souls? lam here before you to-night to 
offer you in the name of our King and our church that work 
w^hich can bring to you a high ideal life and which ‘‘God’s 
power can make practicable.” 

In the woman’s work of our church we find an o})]jortunity 
for development of every talent so rnan^* of which are now 
lying dormant.

To aid us in reaching a high ideal our King has placed be- 
fore us the methods of work, whereby we may in ways not an-

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adopted into the kingdom and the work is ours, that we are 
co-partners in the cause, co-workers with our Lord and King, 
and in the work that is now such an acknowledged power in 
this land of ours.

These two dimes mean an in- 
terest in two great financial works which are bringing in large 
dividends and an interest in two great civilizing and elevating 
powers that are making themselves felt from our own homes 
to the ends of the earth. 

Sister, do you want no interest in these things? Too often 
the lack of knowledge is the cause of lack of interest. Knowl- 
edge must precede interest. How can people become inter- 
ested in things of which they know nothing. Hence a requi- 
site is the printed monthly statements of how the work is pro- 
gressing. How the men in business circles eagerly watch the 
statements of the banks to know the dividends to expect, or 
the footing the business is upon. But how many of our sis- 
ters are eagerly watching for the sure success that is following 
our work along all lines. These papers. The Woman’s Mis- 
sionary_Advocate and Our Homes (costing but 50 cents each 
per year) would be an inspiration and a revelation to many of 
our sisters if they would but read them. In these we find for 
the too often weary house-keepers, the story of the depths- 
from which our noble workers are struggling to rescue our sis- 
ters, across the seas, across the plain, over the borders, in our 
own continent, yea even in our own fair home land, free land 
of United States. Can these be read and the heart not go up 
in thankfulness for the home that she was permitted to keep ? 
Can she read of the sacrifices of the few who hav e gone forth 
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as ambassadors for our King, without a thrill of self-condem- 
nation and a resolve to not shrink from duty, nor sacrifice or 
labor in our home land ? 

I could cite many instances where some of our grandest 
workers were aroused by the papers and literature to ideal 
Christian lives wonderful in their results. Lives that had 
lain in apathy for years. Talents that had lain dormant for 
so long, but now their lives have been seen to — 

“Star like gleam through time. 

Those who boldly lived out their thoughts sublime, 
These truths to them more beautiful than day. 

They knew would quicken men. 

And deeds at which the blinded gazers sneered. 

They dared to practice them 

Till those who mocked their young ideal 

In meekness owned that it was real.” 

Can you recall such incidents as the building of Faith Hall 
by Miss Holding at Laredo. 

Can 3^ou recall such trust as Miss Haygood in the building 
of McT^’eire Home in Shanghai. 

Can you remember the perseverance of Miss Watts in the 
Brazilian Capital and behold the grand new school at Petrop- 
olis or can you see the perseverance of our own Mrs. Wolf, 
and her noble efforts in behalf of the Cubans and her success, 
and not realize the truth that 

“God will make divinely real 
The highest form of thine ideal.” 

We may not be called to leadership in this work, as was our 
sainted Mrs. Hayes, or our loved Mrs. McGavock now so near 
her reward, but we are co-workers with them and without us 
they would have failed. Great responsibility rests on each 
sister in the church, and we who have been tempted to be- 
come faint-hearted must rally, bring in new recruits 

and resolve that as partners some of the dividend must 
reach us. We can not all expect to be stars, but we can have 
a diadem resplendent wdth the stars that mean each one a soul 
saved, a soul from sin and darkness to God and eternal hap- 
piness. 

Oh my sisters will you not all arouse to your privileges and 
trust “God to make divinely real the highest form of thine 
ideal.” 

So many ladies wait until they are old and decrepit almost 
before they are wdlling to say “Here Lord am I.” 
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Come to Him now. Give Him the strength of your strong 
womanhood, so that it may be yours to hear the grandest tes- 
timonial of an ideal life. “She hath done what she could.” 

Young ladies, girls — God needs you. He needs your tal- 
ents, your influence, your labors. Who will this day conse- 
crate herself unto this “Woman’s Work for Woman?” 

“Fear not to build thine aerie in the heights 
Bright with Celestial day. 

But trust thyself unto thine inmost soul 
In simple faith alway. 

And God will make divinely real 
The highest form of thine ideal.” 



WOMAN’S PARSONAGE AND HOME MISSION SO- 
CIETY OF FLORIDA CONFERENCE. 

The first efforts made to introduce this branch of our church 
work into the Florida Conference Avas done by Mrs. A. J. 
Phares, of Yalaha, who seiwed for several years faithfully as 
Conference Secretary. In 1891, feeling she did not have the 
co-operation of pastors, she resigned her position which Con- 
ference assigned to Mrs. M. J. Bryant of Leesburg. 

At the Conference in 1892, the present Conference Secre- 
tary, Mrs. E. H. Swain, of Anthony, was appointed. The 
work up to this time had been designated as Woman’s De- 
partment of Church Extension, now being made a regular 
arm of church work, by general Conference. The new Sec- 
retary took up the work in God’s strength and under divine 
guidance, and did what she could to introduce the Avork to 
the Conference, feeling that it was a much needed work and 
would be a benefit to pastor and people. The burden of 
household cares compelled the work to be done by pen in- 
stead of personal appeals, but the Lord blessed her efforts 
unto the formation of the Conference Society at Citra during 
District Conference in May, 1892. The officers then elected 
were as follows, most of whom still are serving although one, 
the Recording Secretary has passed from her earthly labors :

SPECIAL. 



As a special, the Cuban work seemed to be sent to the 
Florida Conference Society, as well as to the general society. 
During its second year, 1892, in response to earnest appeals 
for aid the Cuban Mission Parsonage at Key West was 
adopted as a “Special,’’ although weak financially and num- 
erically they knew on whom they trusted and started forth 
in June, 1892, to raise 81,000. The Central Committee also 
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adopted the work and donated |300 and made a loan of 1600 
on lot, which was purchased immediately. By faithful perse- 
verence the small sums have been gathered in, and through 
Dr. C. T. Kemp’s kindness there now stands on the lot a fine 
nine room parsonage including bath room and study, all com- 
pleted, the first Cuban parsonage in the world, occupied by 
Rev. DeLofeu. There remains on this house the small debt of 
$75, which it is hoped the readers of this will help to clear 
away. (See picture of building.) 

The Cuban Mission schools at Tampa, under the supervision 
of Mrs. M. A. Wolff, of St. Louis, a member of Central Com- 
mittee is fast assuming vast proportions. These are situated 
in Ybor City and Cuba City, suburbs of Tampa, and 
taught by Mrs. and Miss Valdez formerly of Key West, 
Miss May Lockhard, a graduate of the Scarrit Bible and 
Training School, and Miss Jennie Smith, of Baltimore; these 
ladies have had under their instruction this year more than 
350 pupils. The Central Committee recognizing its impor- 
tance made an appropriation of $2,600 for the Ybor City 
school, which is being erected under Mrs. Wolff’s supervision. 
The Cuba City school being taught in the house built b}^ Mrs.. 
Valdez and consecrated to this purpose. 

Mrs. Wolff, by her untiring energy and devotion, is accom- 
plishing much, and with Rev. H. B. Someillan and the Tampa 
ladies’ aid will soon have an institution of which not only 
Tampa, but all Florida will be proud. 

A number of “Boxes” have been sent to preachers this 
winter in our Conference by neighboring cities and many 
hearts gladdened. 

Hundreds of sick and strangers have been visited, hundreds 
of garments been given out, hundreds of good papers and 
books distributed and other “Home Mission” work. Will not 
every member of the Florida Conference, every member of 
the Methodist church ask God’s blessing on this branch of our 
church work? 

The work has been faithfully kept before the Conference 
and people by Mrs. Watkins in the column so kindly donated 
by Dr. Anderson. 

The Conference Secretary’s report for 1895 show's how' God 
has blessed the labors of the many faithful laborers in thi& 
cause, and w^e believe all Christians can join in prayer that 
thej may soon realize the fulfillment of their motto, “a com- 
fortable home for every pastor,” and may tha Florida Con- 
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ference find in the W. P. & H. M. S. 
spiritual and temporal.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 



Printed for Information and Use in the Organization of 

Auxiliaries, 

Article I. This Society shall be called the “Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society of , auxiliary to the Con- 

ference Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South.” 

Art. 2. The object of this society shall be to aid Christian 
women and children in the evangelization of women and chil- 
dren in our mission fields, and to raise the funds for this work. 

Art. 3. Any person paying a regular subscription of ten 
cents a month may become a member of this society; and any 
person contributing five dollars per quarter for one year, or 
twenty dollars at one time, may be a life member. 

Art. 4. Meetings of the society for business and communi- 
tion of intelligence shall be held once a month. The anniver- 
sary of each society shall, if practicable, be held in March, at 
which time the reports of the Corresponding Secretary and 
the Treasurer shall be read, and officers of the ensuing year 
be elected by ballot. The delegate and the reserve to the 
annual meeting of the Conference Society shall be elected by 
. ballot at the same time. 



BY-LAWS. 

1 . It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all the 
meetings of the society, and to advance its general interests. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to perform the 
duties of the President in the absence of that officer, and to 
aid in devising means for the efficiency of the society. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secretary to 
conduct the correspondence of the society. It shall also be 
her duty to send quarterly reports not later than the 1st of 
June, September, December, and March, to the Conference 
Corresponding Secretary, or the District Secretary, as the Con- 
ference Secretary may direct. She (or the appointed agent) 
shall bring up the claims of the Woman! s Missionary Ad- 
vocate at every monthly meeting, and try to obtain subscribers. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep 
a record of the proceedings of each meeting, and to provide 
the pastor with written notices of meetings. 
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woman’s missionary society. 



5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to collect the dues 
of members and to hold in trust the funds of the society, 
keeping a book account, and remitting to the Conference 
Treasurer not later than the Isl of June, September, Decem- 
ber, and March; also at the same time to furnish the Auxiliary 
Corresponding Secretary a statement of amount remitted^ 
Collectors may be :.ppointed to assist the Treasurer. 

6. There shall be a committee of three to provide missionary 
reading for monthly and quarterly meetings. 

7. Once each quarter, if practicable, a public meeting shall 
be held, when reports of work shall be read, addresses given, 
and every effort made to increase general missionary intelli-- 
gence and zeal, as well as earnestness in the special work of 
the society. 

8. Each member of the society shall try to induce others 
to become members, and do what she can to add to the inter- 
est, remembering in piayer her society, its workers, its mis- 
sionaries, schools, etc., connected with the general work. 

9. If an office become vacant by death, resignation, or re- 
moval, such vacancy’- must be filled as soon as possible. 

10. Order of exercises for monthly meeting: (1) Devotional 
exercises; (2) reading and approval of minutes; (3) report of 
Corresponding Secretary; (4) r«*port of Treasurer; (5) report 
of Literary Committee; (6) miscellaneous business; (7) report 
of what each member has done for the society during the 
month; (8) adjournment.
